On Friday, November 22, I963, I vas on my day off. At IsOO PM I heard 
on the radio that the President had been shot. I called our office and talked 
to Det. T. t. Baker, and he told ma to report ffor duty. I arrived at our 
office. Homicide and Rohbery Bureau at 2i00 TK. After arriving at the office, 
T took sn affidavit from Danny Oarcla Arce, v/a/lS, areJ Jack E. Dougherty, 
v/mAo. Both of these men are employees of the Texas School Book Depository.

officers brought In a vhlte male they said killed Officer J. D. Tippit. I 
later learned that the man the officers brought in our office was Lee Karvw 
Oswald. Mr. Dougherty and Mr. Arce saw Oswald, and told me that he was em- 
ployed at the same place they were employed, the Texas School Book Depositary, 
a was about 2:1,0 B! when I finidied taking affidavits from Dougherty and Arce. 

Capt. Fritz told Det. B. L. Senkel and myself to go to 1026 North Beckley 
and search the room of Lee Harvey Oswald. Lt. E. L. Cunningham went with Det. 
Senkel and myself to this address. Vhen we arrived at 1026 Horth Beckley, ve 
contacted Mrs. Earlene Roberts, who is the landlady, and a Mrs. A. C. Johnson. 
This was at 3<00 PM, Hoverobor 22, I963. Ve checked the reglstraUon book for 
Alex Hldell or Lee Karvey Oswald, but could find neither of the names In the 
book. 

The television was on, and they *owed a picture of Lee Harvey Oswald, and 
Krs. Johnson and Yrs. Roberts recognised the man as one of their rooitiars and 
said he had registered as 0. H. Lee. They then directed us to his room whlA 
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la a Bcall room just off the living room. Ve found that Lee Harrey Osvald had 
rented the Toon Ootolier 111, 19£3« end used the nane 0. R. I<«a. 

Ve valtad nntll Justice of the Peace, David I>. Johnston, Eet, F. K. Turner, 
Pet, H, v., Moore, end Assletant District Attorney, Bill Alexander, arrived with 
the search varrant, THs vas about l)i30 or ?tOO VH when the ahove named aen 
arrived at 1026 North PecVley, Ve then jiroceoded to search the room of Lee 
Karvoy Oswald © 0. H, lee. Ve recovered a City of Dallas Kap vflth several 
locations narked on it, a leather holster, pair of binoculars, numerous 
letters addressod to 1«8 Harvey Osvald, several booVs and personal papers 
(See attached list for complete list). Va then brought all this property to 
Eoon 317, City Hall, 

On Kovaaber 23, 1963, 1 reported tovork at lOiOO iH and Dorkad in the 
office ejiFveriif telepbooe calls. I vorired In the office nstll 12:00 adgrrlcht. 

On Kovor^bor 2?, 1963, Pet. F. M. Turner and myself took a picture of tee 
Harvey Osvald, EH) j??!jOl8, to 1007 Flamingo Ftreet in Kesqulte, Texas, to the 
hojna of Ponald Fischer, w/m/2!i, phone number BH 9-0950. Kr. Fischer's business 
address is the County Auditor's office. He stated that the picture looVed like 
the psrscn ho sav looking out of a vlndow on the sixth floor of the Texas 
School Book Depository, a feu ainutes before the President's motorcade arrived 
at Elm and Houston. He vould not say definitely it'r vas the nan he saw, but hs 
stated it looked like hln. 
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On Hovember 23, I963 at 2il5 HI Det. B. L. SenVel and I accompanied a 
Show up, consisting of #1 John Thurman Horn, t2 David Knapp, #3 Lse Harvey 
Oswald, /li Daniel Lujan, from the Jail office to the show up room. I stood 
on the stage during the show up and could hoar Cet. loavelle'a voice, who 
was conducting the Siow up. I could not see Leavelle through the black 
screen. After the *owup, Det. Eenkel and I took the four above nontloned 
persons to the jail office elevator, and waited until they were safely on 
the elevator, before leaving. 
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
